AMMAN, Jan. 3 (Agencies) — 
His Majesty King Hussein re- 
turned borne from Tehran this 
afternoon at the end of a five- 
day official visit to Iran, dur- 
ing which he held talks with 
the Shah of Iran, Mohammad 
Riza Pahlavi and met with U.S. 
President Jimmy Carter. 

On his way home, His Ma- 
jesty visited Kuwait where he 
offered his condolences to the 
Emir of Kuwait Sheikh Jaber 
Al Ahmad A1 Sabah on the 
death of the late &m'r. Sheikh, 
Sabah Al Salem Al Sabah. 

His Majesty was accompan- 
ied by the Chief of the Royal 
Court, the Court Minister and 
top officials. 

He was received at the air- 
port by Crown Prince Hassan, 
Princes Abdullah and Feisal, 
Premier Badran and senior of- 
ficials. 


King Hussein said before his 
departure from Tehran that the 
current Sadat-Begin talks wo- 
uld not yield any results at this 
stage and that Israel must co- 
me up with more realistic pl- 
ans. 


In an interview with the Ka- 
yhan newspaper here, the King 
added that Israeli Premier Mfe- 
nachern Begin*5 “intransigence” 
had caused a serious setback- 
to the present peace talks. 

But, he believed, the major- 
ity of Palestinians and Arabs, 
Including Syrian President Ha- 
fez Assad, would eventually su- 
pport the current parleys if the 
Israelis accepted Arab terms. 

King Hussein said that Mr. 
Assad might consider going to 
Geneva if the present talks re- 
sulted in an Israeli pledge to 
quit all occupied Arab areas. 

The move for limited Pales- 
tinian autonomy and continued 
Israeli military presence on the 
West Bank and the Gaza Strip, 
which Mr. Begin suggested to 
President Sadat on Christmas 
Day at Xsmaxlla was “under 
no circumstances acceptable” 

The King gave personal sup- 
port to Mr. Sadat's initiative, 
and said it was vital that the 
move be reciprocated by the 
Israelis. A peace settlement 
without Palestinian participati- 
on would be pointless, he add- 
ed.

“Self-de te r mina tion does not necessarily mean the Imme- 
diate creation of an in dependent Palestinian state,” one official 
said. “Egypt can accept the idea of a homeland as an initial 
step that will eventually lead! to a state over a specific period 
of time.- 

However, the Foreign Affairs Commission of the People's 
Assembly today demanded Israel's total withdrawal from Arab 
territory occupied in 1967 as a priority. 

In a c ommuniq ue, the parli a mentary commission said It 
rejected “any Israeli control whatsoever hi these territories** 
and referred to United Nations resolutions on the issue. 

The commission also urged refusal of “any proposal intend- 
ed to maintain Esraefi settlements in Arab territory**. 

The co mmun ique stre ss ed “the Palestinian peopkfe right 
to self- determination and the establishment of their own state.”

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Hello, bye bye 

The unanimous feeling in the Arab World this 
week, which will be transmitted to President Carter 
of the United States during his stops in Saudi Arabia 
and Egypt, is that the United States must muster its 
certitude and its bravado and confront Israel with 
the fact that the “peace” proposals of Israeli Prime 
Minister Menachem Begin are far from being good 
enough for a real peace agreement. 

Within this context, it becomes inappropriate, 
even ridiculous, for the American National Security 
Council head. Dr. Zbigniew Brzezinski, to say, as he 
did the other day, that as far as the United States is 
concerned it is now “bye, bye PLO”. This is not the 
role of a mediator, nor, one suggests, that of a 
gentleman. 

It is not for the United States to pronounce on 
who speaks for the Palestinians, or whether it. is bye, 
bye or hello, hello PLO. The Palestinians themselves 
and the Arab people as a whole will say who repre- 
sents the Palestinians, a decision that up until now 
has been taken in favour of the PLO, according to the 
latest consensus on this point, which is the decision 
of the 1974 Arab summit at Rabat. 

What the Americans need to remember is that 
the Palestinians and the PLO were on the scene long 
before Dr. Brzezinski and President Carter were in 
the White House, and will be on the scene long after 
the Carter-Brzezinski team is out of the White House. 
„ • - The 'Americans need to understand, if they have 
not understood from their experiences in Vietnam, 
that The world is not a cocktail party to which they 
have exclusive rights to issue invitations. Their role 
in the Middle East is to help bring the battling parties 
to a negotiated settlement at the conference table, 
and not to decide themselves who is and who is not 
eligible to sit at the table. 

The Arabs will let Mr. Carter know this week 
that he must not bow to domestic American pressures 
and try to solve the Middle East problem by making 
believe one group of people does not exist, but rather 
that he should stand up to his domestic constraints 
and make the Israelis face up to the hard realities of 
Palestinian rights. Otherwise, it will be bye, bye to 
any hope of a meaningful peace in the Middle East, 
whicn will only mean that when the Americans next 
come flying through the Middle East on their peace 
planes they will be met with a resounding ho, ho, ho. 

That would be bad for all, and should be avoided.

Prince Hassan chairs 
preparatory science 
and technology meet

AMMAN, Jan. 3 (JT). — His 
Highness Crown Prince Hassan 
today chaired a meeting of Jo- 
rdan’s senior technocrats at 
the Royal Scientific Society to 
prepare for the science and te- 
chnology conference due to be 
held here next month. 

Four cabinet ministers, rep- 
resentatives of the private se- 
ctor and Jordan's development 
experts sat in on the meeting 
of the Preparatory Committee 
for the Conference on Science 
and Technology Policy for Jor- 
dan which will convene here 
Feb. 18-22. 

The conference will group 
200 Jordanians and representa- 
tives of about 25 countries and 
12 international organisations 
to draw up recommendations 
on the best framework to inte- 
grate this country’s future sci- 
ence and technology policy wi- 
th its development plans. This 
might involve setting up new 
institutions and passing new 
legislation to direct the coun- 
try’s policy in this field, pre- 
vent duplication of efforts and 
chart the most efficient path 
to scientific and technological 
development in the Kingdom 
in keeping with the needs of 
local industry and the governm- 
ent's priorities. 

The conference will also al- 
low foreign experts to contribu- 
te their ideas and give Jordan 
some feedback on Its efforts 


to date in this lino. 

Jordan has prepared five wo- 
rking papers to be discussed at 
the conference on this country's 
science and technology poten- 
tial. its priorities for science 
and technology in relation to 
development, cooperation at 
regional and international le- 
vels in this field, legislation 
relating to national science and 
technology policy and the ex- 
isting technological infrastruc- 
ture in Jordan. 

Prince Hassan suggested that 
the framework and agenda for 
the conference be flexible so 
as to allow top international 
experts scope to delve into 
more specialised and less regi- 
onal-bound areas of interest 
while allowing others to con- 
centrate on the main buasm- 
ess at hand which relates to 
the uniquely Jordanian and re- 
gional dimensions of the. pro- 
blem. ,

ud Gharaibeh who is the Assistant General 
of the Anima l Health Department of the 
of Agriculture in Amman. His job covers 
animal health and reproduction in the whole of 
and he has numerous clinics and sub-cli- 
dotted about the country, under his control 


The Animal Health Depart- 
ment urns .founded in 1948 by 
Abdullah who fully rea- 
the necessity of modem 
methods of animal husbandry 
and medical health. The first 
veterinary officer was - from 
Cabo and ho was foe sole rep- 
resentative of his Department. 

He travelled the country on 
horseback attending as best 
he oould do the many proble- 
ms which arose, trying to ed- 
ucate his clients in modem 
methods and ideas. He also 
attended the King's horses. 

Animal health and welfare is 
not a new thing in this part 
of the world, being mentioned 
as Important in many old 
Arab bodes and manuscripts. 
What was new, and the peo- 
ple found difficult to adapt to, 
was the fact of hav- 

ing their own special doctors 
--up until then, anyone with 
only a smattering of - knowle- 
dge picked over the years by 
trial and error could attend 
to the needs of the various 

Similarly, in England, whe- 
re until the founding of the 
Royal Veterinary College and 
the establishment of a veteri- 
nary profession, farriers or bl- 
acksmiths were the unofficial 
animal doctors. 

From the time of Its estab- 
lishment the Animal Health 
Department has developed in- 
to a large unit with compre- 
hensive cover of all aspects 
of veterinary sciences. The Ge- 
neral Director, under whom 
Dr. Gharaibeh works, controls 
five sections covering quaran- 
tine. Infectious diseases, ani- 
mal reproduction, artificial in- 
semination and the laborator- 
ies. 

Each section has numerous 
veterinary surgeons attached 
to it, all fully qualified and 
highly trained, There are also 
stock Inspectors attached to 
the infectious diseases depart- 
ment and qualified agricultural 
aai n m rt working in the ani- 
auu reproduction unit. 


As well as veterinary surg- 
eons, engineers and inspecto- 
rs, there are also assistants 
and helpers in all departtoea- 

tSi 

In each of Jordan's provin- 
ces there is a veterinary rimir 

fully staffed and open at all 
times for advice and consulta- 
tion. 

Each province is divided in- 
to districts and these districts 
are also catered for, having 
various sub-clinics, also folly 
staffed. Experts from, the cent- 
ral offices in Amman are al- 
ways on call to go out to any 
of the clinics if needed. They 
also travel from area to area 
on supervisory visits. 

At present there are five 
veterinary surgeons and one 
technician from Europe in the 
country, working on govern- 
ment sponsored exchange vis- 
its. 

FOur of the veterinary offi- 
cers are from Germany, one 
in Irbid, one in Karak and 
two in Amman. The other ve- 
terinary surgeon and the tech- 
nician. are both British working 
at the Animal Health Labo- 
ratories here in Amman --so 
international cooperation is a 
happy offshoot of the Depart- 
ment's activities. 

The clinics in foe provinces 
and districts are not only us- 
ed by Jordanian nationals but 
also by the many Saudi Arab- 
ian and Syrian bedouin and 
travellers who frequently cro- 
ss the national border. 

All are welcomed by the 
Department's staffs and recei- 
ve advice on animal pest cont- 
rol, the best feeding and nut- 
ritional systems and of course, 
drugs and medicines where 
needed. 

Most treatment sought is 
for foe man y flocks of sheep 
and goats owned by the di- 
ems and since their introduc- 
tion from Holland in i960, the 
hundreds of cattle now owned 
by formers here. 

In the south there are a 
great number of camels; some

owned privately by the bedo- 
uin to whom these animals are 
the gift of God and provide 
all their needs, and others ow- 
ned by the Public Security Di- 
vision, the famed Desert Pat- 
rol of the Wadi Rum and oth- 
er desert areas. 

The military camels are ve- 
ry important and detailed re- 
ports have to be submitted 
whenever one dies or is chro- 
nically ilL 


Dr. Gharaibeh did Ms ini- 
tial training at Cairo Ihtintr- 
sity, but after eight years of 
government work hi Jordan, 
he was sent to the Royal Ve- 
terinary College in London 
under foe auspices of the 
British Council. Here, after a 
two ye ar . full-time course, 
be gained Us masters degree 
and returned to Jordan as 
foe Chief Veterinary Officer 
to t he Animal Health Instit- 
ute Laboratories for the 
Amman district. After two 
years he was appointed to 
hb present Job. 


As in many other parts of 
the world Jordan now uses in- 
tensive forming methods, ma- 
inly with poultry, and the li- 
censing, checking and inspec- 
tion of these establishments is 
another of the Veterinary De- 
partment's responsibilities. 

In the 1950s eating poultry 
was a luxury, now it is com- 
monplace and relatively inex- 
pensive. The forms are privat- 
ely owned, mainly in the Am- 
man area, also Zarqa and so- 


on to be in Irbid. 

Another of the Department's 
very important concerns is foe 
control and inspection of dead 
meat and livestock intended 
for the abattoirs, that arrive 
in Jordan by air through Am- 
man and by sea via Aqaba. 

Meat and livestock come 
from such diverse countries 
as Italy, Norway, Holland, In- 
dia, New Zealand and Austra- 
lia. 

live animals have to under- 
go a two week quarantine pe- 
riod to check and test for dis- 
ease before transportation to 
the abattoirs both in Amman 
and in the outlying districts. 

Although the abattoirs are 
run by the Municipalities of 
the areas concerned who have 
their own veterinary officers, 
the Department is called in for 
any case of disease or infec- 
tion. 

From being a one man show 
in 1948 to being a vast, coun- 
try-wide, modem Department 
in 1977, the Animal Health 
Department has entered into 
the 20th century by leaps and 
bounds, like many other of 
Jordan’s institutions. Modem 
techniques of education, help 
and advice together with the 
best drugs and medicines av- 
ailable. have given this coun- 
try a veterinary service sec- 
ond to none in the Arab Wo- 
rld. International cooperation 
and collaboration ensure that 
all that is best in the world 
of modem veterinary science 
is shared by Jordan's ever in- 
creasing and fast developing 
rural and agricultural popula- 
tion.

Two years ago this column started ap- 
pearing on Tuesdays in the Jordan Times. 
When I was' approached with the Idea by the 
editor of the Jordan Times I never thought 
it would last more than six months. 

Reviewing the materials published I rea- 
lise how much I have changed. From an ini' 
mature; fresh, PhD. graduate I have grows 
into a man with blurred image. 

Still influenced by the theories and nicely 
arranged syllogisms, I wrote mostl y on me- 
thodological questions. Now I write on poli- 
cies and I even dare suggest some when I 
have courage, or merely imply them when I 
lack it 

Two years ago I was in charge of the 
Economic Research Department of the Central 
Bank. I could afford then the luxury of being 
critical and cynical Now I am a true-blooded 
government official who is afraid that his 
critiques ought bounce back on his head. 

Too many events took place during the 
last two years. Their colour arrangements and 
tones are so varied when viewed individually, 
but seem to be of the same species when vi- 
ewed together at a quick glance. 

Everything has changed, even I. When I 
first began writing, Jordan was still preoc- 
cupied with land speculation and monetary 
Inflation. Now those events belong to the past 


and labour shortages seem to override every- 
thing. 

Should that imply anything? Yes ft s h o ul d , 
but I don't know what. 

Could it be that economic events happen 
because of extraterrestrial powers which are 
beyond our control? Or could it be that our 
ad hoc responses In face of emergencies cre- 
ate other emergencies that impose other ad 
hoc responses? Is there a long-run . hideous 
trend that one cannot see or touch? 

I do not know. But you see my genius 
lies in the fact that I pose questions for 
which I have no answers. 

The editors of the Jordan Times realise 
tins weakness in me and that is why they 
have not increased- my remuneration. Probably 
if they do my Insight will be flushed out and 
answers will become available. 

It is the thud year for Econosoope that 
we are breaking into. ■ Unfortunately events 
are like birds. The birds do not recognise 
country boundaries and events do not ack- 
nowledge man-made time barriers. 

Inflation does not celebrate a new year, 
nor does it honour the celebrators by Its ab- 
sence So is the labour shortage Yet barriers 
are an occasion for us- to think and ponder. 

I owe a great deal to the readers who 
communicate their responses. In addition, I 
would 'like to thank the Jordan Times staff 
for their encouragement and patience.

Relegation now looks a ne- 
ar certainty for Frank McLin- 
tock’s Leicester City, who we- 
nt down again yesterday, this 
time at the hands of Manches- 
ter City. That defeat leaves 
them three points adrift of 
Newcastle United and six poin- 
ts away from safety at the 
bottom of the English First 
Division. 

Forest pulling in their se- 
cond successive 40.000 crowd, 
were given the start they ne- 


eded when John Robertson sc- 
ored from the penalty spot 
after twenty five minutes and, 
although neither side showed 
their best form, the goal look- 
ed as if it would suffice, until 
Tony Burns handled in the 
goaL 

Two pieces of individual skill 
took Liverpool to the same 
number of points as their Mer- 
seyside rivals Everton, a sup- 
erb header by David Johnson, 
in the thirty-ninth minute, 
and a great solo goal by Eire’s 
Steve Heigh way, eleven minu- 
tes from time, gave them the 
points over Mi ddlesbo rough. 
Manchester City, hitting back 
after a disastrous -run in early 
December, became one of only 
three clubs to gain maximum 
points over the four holiday 
games with their one-nil win 
at Leicester. A seventieth- 
minute penalty by Gary Owen 
settled the issue. 

As Leicester struggled, so 


Newcastle thrived, and caused 
a big form upset by winning 
two-nil at Leeds, their first win 
at Elland Road for twelve sea- 
sons. They coasted home with 
two goals from Micky Burns.

Tottenham squandered a 
two-nil lead at Sheffield Unit- 
ed to settle for a two-all draw 
in Division Two, enabling So- 
uthampton and Blackburn Ro- 
vers to keep in contention at 
the top.

RABAT, Jan. 3 (AFP). — A 
large Soviet delegation is due 
here shortly to finalise details 
of a S2 billion contract to work 
on phosphate deposits at Mes- 
kala near Marrakesh, informed 
sources said last night. 

The 30-year contract, term- 
ed the Deal of the Century by 
King Hassan, involves starting 
production during the next eig- 
ht to ten years, the Soviet 


Union paying for geological 
surveys and the necessary mi- 
ne, railroad and port infras- 
tructure. 

The Soviet Ambassador to 
Morocco Dmitri Gorunov had a 
meeting with Foreign Minis- 
ter MTiamed Boucetta yester- 
day to discuss the deal, the 
sources said. 

Under a parallel agreement 
expected to be concluded dur-

Soviet engineers have said in- 
depth geological probes are- 
essential to determine the ex- 
act amount of investments and 
hence the long-term price of 
phosphate exports. 

The Soviet Union and Moro- 
cco are also envisaging anothr 
er agreement of fishing similar 
to that already operable bet- 
ween the Soviet Union and 
Mauritania. 

Soviet sources in Rabat said 
that Morocco would this year 
be the Soviet Union’s biggest 
trade partner in North Africa 
overtaking Algeria. 


Chinese aid strengthens 
relationship with Malta 


Alta Maltese Prime Minister Dom Mintoffs recent trip to 
poking his third in five years, China’s influence over its new 
Mediterranean ally continues to grow. 


VALLETTA, (WFS) — For two 
such widely disparate and di- 
stant oouiftries, China (area 
3.7 million, square miles, pop- 
ulation 800 mil lkm) and the 
tiny Mediterranean island of 
Malta (area 130 square miles, 
population 300,000) have en- 
joyed remarkably dose and 
friendly relations over the la- 
st five years. 

During his recent visit to 
Peking-.at - the beginning of 
November, where he conclud- 
ed on economic and tec hni cal 
cooperation agreement, Dom 
Min toff, Malta's Prime Minis- 
ter, spoke appreciatively of 
China’s aid to the island and 
her support for Malta’s atte- 
mpts to reduce superpower 
tension in the Mediterranean. 

Malta and China established 
diplomatic relations in Janua- 
ry 1972, and in the following 
April Dom Min toff made his 
first official visit to Peking, 
where he negotiated an inter- 
est-free loan from China of 
nearly £17 million. Malta is 
due to begin paying back the 
loan in 1984. < 

The money has been used 
to finance development proje- 
cts provided by China, includ- 
ing a large dry dock, glass- 
works and textile and choco- 
late factories. 

The Chinese have also sig- 
ned a long-term contract with 
Sea Malta, the island’s ship- 
ping company to handle the 
trans-shipment of Chinese ex- 
ports to southern Mediterra- 
nean countries. 

The relations of Mr. Mmfc- 
offs Labour government with 
other socialist states have not 
however, followed the easy 
flow of the entente with Chi- 
na.

The Libyan government ap- 
pears eager to enlist Malta, 
only some 200 miles off the 
Libyan coast, into membership 
of Us own peculiarly messianic 
anti-Western camp. During a 
visit to Malta in May last year, 
CoL Qadhafi bitterly attacked 
Malta’s traditional links with 
the West, particularly Britain 
(the former colonial power in 
Malta), which has an agree- 
ment for base • facilities in 
Malta until 1979. 

Libya's readiness to prono- 
unce on Malta's relations with 
other countries has caused 
some unease and embarrass- 
ment in Maltese political cir- 
cles. When a Libyan delega- 
tion arrived for the Confere- 
nce of Mediterranean Social- 
ist and Progressive Parties in 
June it took the Maltese gov- 
ernment somewhat unawares 
by producing a ready made 
final resolution with a stro- 
ngly anti-Western tone: 

The Maltese government 
was also concerned at the un- 
representative choice of many 
of the delegates to the con- 
ference, many of them appar- 
ently sponsored and paid for 
by Libya. 

Some of them came from 
such distant non-Mediterrane- 
an countries as Thailand and 
the Philippines, and included 
members of the Patani Libe- 
ration Front; which claims to 
represent 4 million oppressed 
Muslims in Thailand, and rep- 
resentatives of the Muslim re- 
bels in Mindanao, in the sou-

During 
his latest visit to Peking, his 
third in five years, Mr. Mln- 
toff ' provoked a walk-out by 
representatives of eight com- 
munist countries at a banquet 
given In his honour by the 
Chinese State Council. 

Thanking the Chinese for 
their help to Malta, Mr. Min- 
toff said it was “a great eye- 
opener to us to discover who 
were the genuine upholders of 
indepe n de nc e and socialist id- 
eals.

and denied Malta even the 
most rudimentary exchange 

of Information.” 

At this the Soviet ambass- 
ador, followed by those of 
East Germany, Poland; Hunga- 
ry, Bulgaria, Czechoslovakia, 
Mongolia and Cuba walked 
out of the halL Observers be- 
lieve that this is the first ti- 
me an official guest of China 
has produced such a reaction.

Carter stresses 
support of lndo-U.S.

Where does the £ go next? 


Sterling has been rising fast against the dollar, mawlrfwg its 
movements against other c ur rencies. The pound should continue 
to rise against the dollar, bat may well continue to lose ground 
against other major currencies.

LONDON - - Despite ail the 
fuss when it was announced 
that sterling was to be float- 
ed on the foreign exchange 
market at the end of October 
the exercise has not turned 
out quite as expected. 

When the pound was set 
free it was naturally assumed 
that It would float upwards. 
The arguments presented at 
the time suggested that this 
would be good for inflation — 
by helping to reduce the price 
of imports -- but would make 
life that much harder for ex- 
porters, and might have a da- 
maging effect on Britain’s co- 
mpetitiveness In overseas mar- 
kets. 

There was even talk in par- 
liament of the government be- 
ing manoeuvred into a politi- 
cal trap, but by and large mo- 
st commentators seemed to 
think that ft was the right de- 
cision. I 

“Hot” money had’ been po- 
uring into London, and the ea- 
siest way to reduce the pres- 
sure was to allow the pound 
to rise, since expectation of 
sterling going up was a major 
reason for the arival of the 
funds In the first place. This 
is what file game Is all about 
as far as the International sp- 
eculators are concerned.' 

A quick glance at the front 
page of the Financial Times 


will show that the pound has 
indeed advanced. It is now 
worth about $1.85 compared 
with S1.77 at the end of Octo- 
ber, and its trade-weighted in- 
■dex stands at 63.4, against 
62.5 on Oct. 28. Very roughly 
this means that sterling is 
worth just over 60 per cent of 
its value at December 1971. 

Just looking at the value 
against the dollar is very mis- 
leading however, since the do- 
llar itself has fallen like a st- 
one against many other cur- 
rencies over the last two mo- 
nths or so. The trade-weighted 
index is a better guide, but 
even this fails to show ster- 
ling's movement against many 
of our competitors. 

A similar problem can arise 
when looking at the dollar. Tr- 
ade between the U.S. and Ca- 
nada is on such a big scale 
that the Canadian dollar’s mo- 
vements have a very large in- 
fluence on any calculation. 
The Canadian dollar itself has 
been very volatile recently, 
and a situation Is often meat, 
ed where the U.S. dollar fells 
sharply against most major cu- 
rrencies, but because its Cana- 
dian counterpart is even, weak- 
er the U.s. dollar appears to 
be rising on a trade-weighted 
basic. 

The dollar’s fell in recent 
weeks has very effectively 


masked the movements of st- 
erling. Since the pound was 
allowed to float it has lost gr- 
ound against the German 
mark, the Swiss franc, and the 
Japanese yen. On die other 
hand it is slightly firmer aga- 
inst the weaker European cu- 
rrencies, such as the Italian 
lira. French franc and Swedish 
kroner. 

Several other currencies 
have been pulled up by the 
mark, because along with the 
German unit they are members 
of the European joint float ag- 
reement, commonly known as 
the “snake” These countries 
are obliged to maintain < their 
currencies within set limits 
against each other, and this 
has meant that the pound has 
lost ground against the Dutch 
guilder, Belgian franc, and 
Norwegian kroner. It is also sli- 
ghtly weaker against the Dani- 
sh kroner. 

As an example, before ster- 
ling was allowed to “rise" one 
pound would have bought 3 S3 
Swiss francs, but on Dec. 15 
the seller would have acquired 
only 3.82. At the same rime the 
pound has fallen from 4.02} 
marks to 3-95J, and from 4.31} 
Dutch guilders to 4.27}. 

None of this does much to 
foster the jdea of European 
monetary union, since the pre- 
sent members of the joint float 
would probably shudder at the 
thought of sterling, the Fre- 
nch franc, and the Italian lira 
renewing their membership of 
the “snake” even though they 
have all been part of the sys- 
tem in the past. 

Where does all this leave st- 
erling? There was a great deal 

of ballyhoo when the decision 
was made to float the pound, 
but it all seems to have had 


little positive result 

This may not be altogether 
unintentional, because over the 
last few weeks there has be<» 
evidence that sterling has been 
deliberately held down even 
when the dollar was vary weak. 

Under these circumstances 
the pound rises slightly against 
the dollar, but la held back in 
terms of the stronger curren- 
cies. This has left foreign ex- 
change markets very uncertain 
and nervous, but at the same 
time it has partly been the re- 
sult of uncertainty about the 
U.K. labour situation. 

The prospect of trouble wi- 
th the minewurkers developed 
soon after the pound was flo- 
ated, and although this now 
appears to be a smaller prob- 
lem than at first, the whole 
UJL wages situation is still 
shrouded in doubt 

Volatile trading in the cur- 
rency market has led to same 
ill feeling between the dealers 
and the central bank on occa- 
sions, since the market had be- 
come accustomed to interven- 
tion when the pound fell sharp- 
ly, but the Lack of any support 
for the pound this time has 
led to some very sharp fluctu- 
ations and a disorderly market. 

Since the end of October, 


London short-term interest 
rates have risen by about two 
per cent, but may fan again in 
the fairly near future, even 
though riie Bank of England 
has prevented this from hap- 
pening at present' The uncer- 
tainty over interest rate move- 
ments tends to create sharp 
movements of sterling in tw 
forward market, wtth rates 
swinging backwards and for- 
wards between premiums and 
discounts against the dollar^ 

The US. currency looks li- 
ke falling even further, foDo^ 
ing disappointment at the lack 
of any con cr ete measures to 
support ft at the central han- 
kers meeting in Basle. Sterling 
should obviously rise against 
the dollar, but may well con- 
tinue to lose ground against 
other major currencies. 

Perhaps it has all worked 
out rather well for the U-“- 
authorities. The decision to flo- 
at the pound took much of the 
upward pressure off sterling; 
for a time at least, but Expor- 
ters can still take heart The 
major problem is likely fa**" 
main producing enough goods 
rather than selling them.

BRUSSELS, Jan. 3 (Agencies). 
— A "New Armenian Resista- 
nce" (NAR) group was resp- 
onsible for bomb attempts ag- 
ainst Turkish premises in 
London and Brussels early to- 
day, it was announced here 

today. ^ , •- 

An anonymous telephone 
call to the Brussels bureau of 
Agence France Presse (AFP) 
said the bombs were to "show 
the Turkish fascist state and 


Westers imperialism that the 
Armenian people have an the 
impresc ri ptible right to exist. 

“The NAR calls on all Ar- 
menians to take up arms... 
for a re-unified, independent 
and socialist Armenia," the 
communique stated. 

One bomb shattered windo- 
ws of a building here where 
the Turkish Embassy's Finan- 
cial Councillor's Office is loca- 
ted. The other bomb was pla- 


Guerrillas shell major 
Rhodesian tourist hotel 


SALISBURY, Jan. 3 (AFP). 
African nationalist guerril- 
las fired on the Leopard Rock 
Hotel on Rhodesia's eastern 
border 40 fans from Umtali 
early today, damaging the roof 
with a heavy weapon, a hotel 
spokesman said. 

About seven rockets or mor- 
tar shells hit the building, a 
popular tourist resort, at 330 
a.m. 

"The roof is badly damaged 
but no one was injured," the 
spokesman said. 

Only five rooms were occu- 
pied at the time, although 
the hotel was fully booked 
during the Christmas and New 
Year periods. 

Leopard Rock is one of Rho- 
desia’s most picturesque hot- 
els, lying in the Vumba Moun- 
tains along the Mozambique 
border. 

The spokesman was unable 
to say how long the attack 
lasted or whether it was laun- 
ched from inside Rhodesia or 
from across the border. 

“If you have even been un- 
der fins you will know that it 
is not easy -to estimate these 
things,” he said. 

Several missiles miss ed the 
hotel and thudded into the 


surrounding rocks, the spokes- 
man said. 

“There was also a lot of sm- 
all arms fire which hit the buil- 
ding,” he said. 

Rhodesian troops have mou- 
nted follow-up operations in 
the mountainous area but the 
attack has not yet been offi- 
cially confirmed by Combined 
Operations Headquarters. 

An official spokesman said 
a communique might be issu- 
ed later. 

Black Rhodesian guerrillas 
led by Robert Mugabe, co- lea- 
der with Joshua Nkomo of the 
Patriotic Front of Zimbabwe, 
are known to be based in Mo- 
zambique along the border. 

The attack is the first in the 
New Year on a tourist resort 
and the first ever of its kind 
on a hotel near the border wi- 
th Mozambiaue. 

Tourist resorts near the Vic- 
toria Falls nn the northwestern 
border with Zambia were re- 
neaterilv attacked at the end 
of 1977. 

Leopard Rock Hotel was st- 
arted bv Italian nrisoners of 
war In 1944 and the oriirinal 
central core of the building 
completed in 1946. It has since 
been extended. 


nted against the wall of a Tu- 
rkish bank In London. 

The Brussels bomb went off 
in the entrance of the build- 
ing bousing the Turkish Em- 
bassy’s Financial Section, and 
shattered windows in houses 
nearby. 

The embassy itself is some 
metres away but was not af- 
fected. 

The explosion caused no st- 
ructural f famagg to the build- 
ing, and embassy staff would 
be able to resume work In 
the damaged section before 
long; according to Turkish Em- 
bassy officials here. 

The London bomb exploded 
outside the Turidsh Bank Ltd. 
early today shattering windo- 
ws but causing little other 
damage No one was hurt 

It was the second bomb bl- 
ast in London in three days. 
Police said the device had be- 
en left in the doorway of the 
Turkish bank in Haringay, no- 
rth London. Troops put out a 
small fire. 

Two Syrian Embassy staff 
were trilled by a car bomb in 
central London on Saturday 
night. 

An hour after the London 
explosion, which occurred just 
before 0300 GMT, an anony- 
mous caller telephoned Reu- 
ters and also said the “New 
Armenian Resistance" were 
responsible.

dia and Vietnam marked time 
today with clashes reportedly 
on a small scale as the two 
sides exchanged violent and 
contradictory statements.

MOSCOW, Jan. 3 (AFP). — The collision of two super-tankers 
off the South African coast on Dec. 26 was observed - by the 
two Soviet cosmonauts aboard their orbiting space station 
Salyut-6, the Soviet Radio reported today. It said cosmonauts 
Yuri Romanenko and Georgi Grechko saw a big oil slide drift- 
ing far to the starboard of the collision scene near Port Eli- 
zabeth. They also saw a gigantic meteor fall, the radio report- 
ed. Grechko said flames of every colour flared up as the me- 
teor ploughed through the atmosphere and disappeared. Rom- 
anenko said in a radio conversation: “We were really lucky 
that the meteor missed us.” Then the two cosmonauts broke 
into laughter. They boarded the Salyut space capsule on Dec. 


said that the heaviest fighting 
appeared to be limited to the 
parrot’s beak region of Prey 
Veng and Svey Reng Provin- 
ces.

The Cambodian government 
in its New Year's Eve comm- 
unique repeated on the follow- 
ing two days said that “seve- 
ral Vietnamese divisions" had 
reached positions around Ph- 
nom Penh in a radius of about 
100 k ms. 

A diplomatic source said 
that high-altitude aerial phot- 
ographs taken by the latest 
scientific means confirmed the 


pause in the fighting. But the 
war of communiques between 
Phnom Penh and Hanoi con- 
tinued unabated. 

The Cambodian Radio today 
broadcast an official communi- 
que rejecting the Vietnamese 
offer to negotiate as a trap. 

The broadcast said the offer 
made last Saturday was “a 
ruse that shows Vietnam's 
real aim which is to expand 
at the expense of Cambodia 
by installing its troops on Ca- 
mbodian soIL" 

. The Cambodian government 
said it would only agree to 
negotiate when ail foreign tr- 
oops had withdrawn from Ca- 
mbodia and, in the meantime, 
Cambodian revolutionary forc- 
es should unhesitatingly dest- 
roy all Vietnamese aimed for- 
ces. 

Hanoi Radio meanwhile br- 
oadcast a communique giving 
the history of the conflict bet- 
ween the two countries and it 
blamed Cambodia for the pre- 
sent situation. 


Despite dangers, troubles Heyerdahl continues on Tigris 


Tigris; tile repBca ancient 
Sumerian boat of explorer. 
Prof. Thor Heyerdahl, b con- 
touring its historic voy ag e 
retracing a journey 5,000 
years old between the “Gar- 
den of Eden" and new civi- 
lisations after smv t v tn g tre- 
acherous seas In the Arabian 
Guff. 


BAGHDAD, Prof. Thor Hey- 
erdahl’s latest epic voyage, in 
a reed boat constructed like 
an ancient Sumerian vessel, is 
continuing despite running in- 
to trouble in the Arabian Gu- 
lf. The world-famous Norwe- 
gian anthropologist and explo- 
rer stressed in a radio message 
that his reed boat, the Tigris, 
is fully seaworthy, although it 
had to be towed out of shal- 
lows around an island off Ku- 
wait 

The boat set off on Nov. 23 
from Quma, Iraq, on a journey 
of 3,000 kms. and more to the 
west coast of India or even 
further, to South America. 

Prof. Heyerdahl -- world re- 
nowned for the Kon-TDri expe- 
dition across the Pacific in 


1947 and the Atlantic crossing 
in the reed ship Ra II in 1970 
-- hopes to prove that the 
Sumerians, who built the ear- 
liest Middle East civilisation, 
could have had trade imiq t wi- 
th the Indian sub-continent 

The Tigris is 18-metres long 
and has a 10-man international 
crew. Talking to reporters be- 
fore leaving Iraq, 63-year old 
Prof. Heyerdahl said: “We will 
sail the boat as long as it st- 
ays afloat and as far as it go- 
es, even if it takes a year." 

When the boat passes thro- 
ugh the Straits of Hormuz and 
enters the Indian Ocean, de- 
pending upon the. conditions 
and how the boat is handling, 
the decision will be made whe- 
ther to head southeast and try 
to reach the Indian coast or 
to head southwest and try to 
make the coast of Africa. Prof. 
Heyerdahl hopes they may 
eventually get as far as South 
America, where similar boats 
made of reeds are used by 
some American Indians. Indi- 
ans from Lake Titicaca in the 
Andes helped in the building 
of the Tigris, along with Arabs 
from the marshes of southern 
Iraq. 

Prof Heyerdahl’s Kon-Tfid 
was an Inca-type balsa raft. 



and the idea of that expedition 
was to show that it was pos- 
sible that the Polynesian islan- 
ds could have been settled by 
sailors from South America. 
Ra II was built from papyrus 
stalks and closely followed an- 
cient Egyptian design; the pur- 
pose of its trip being to show 
that the Egyptians might have 
reached the New World centu- 
ries before the Europeans. 

The Tigris has been built 
from Mesopotamian berdi re- 
eds according to early Sume- 
rian designs and 30 metric 
tons of reeds have been used 
in its construction. Prof. Hey- 
erdahl is seeking to prove that 
the ancient Sumerians could 
have established trade links 
with early Indian civilisations, 
with peoples along the east 
coast of Africa and even as far 
afield as South America. 

Sumerian Inscriptions 

Backing up his contention 


are inscriptions found on clay 
tablets in archaeological sites 
in the area around the Tigris 
which was the fabled "Garden 
of Eden”. The inscriptions are 
similar to those found on the 
Island of Saha rain in the Gulf, 
in the Indus Valley in India 
and in Egypt Archaeologists 
believe that contact existed 
between these religions since 
the earliest -times, but the tra- 
velling routes and means of 
transport remain a riddle, wh- 
ich this present expedition 
may go a long way towards so- 
lving. 

The Sumerians were flourish- 
ing in 3,500 B.C., and by that 
time had developed a type of 
cuneiform writing. They lived 
in the rich area between and 
the Tigris and Euphrates Riv- 
ers known as Mesopotamia. 

The Tigris experiment is ex- 
pected to give the answers to 
a whole series of questions, 
not least on the buoyancy, na- 


vigability and range of reed 
ships equipped with nothing 
but oars and a primitive squ- 
are sail, as Prof Heyerdahl's 
boat is. 

The Tigris was built on the 
advice of the marsh Arabs, 
who told Prof. Heyerdahl that 
the reeds for it must be cut in 
August to possess maximum 
water resistance, as the reeds 
for their own swamp boats 
are. 

The reeds for Ra I and Ra II 
were cut at the sources of the 
Nile in December, Ra I was 
abandoned shortly before re- 
aching Barbados, with the rop- 
es on one side chafed off, while 
Ra n made the complete voy- 
age, but was so waterlogged 
at the end that brancles were 
growing on the deck. 

The Tigris has attracted gre- 
at interest here, and thousands 
watched when the vessel was 
launched down a wooden slip- 
way. She sails under a United 


Nations flag, and the Gulf is 
one of the most perilous stre- 
’tches of the voyage. Because 
the boat is made of reeds, it 
does not show up on the radar 
of any of the super-tankers 
which criss-cross the Gulf. One 
of those could run over the 
Tigris at night, even with its 
warning lights, without even 
knowing it. 

Prof. Heyerdahl and his crew 
are also studying the degree of 
oil pollution in the Gulf, which 
is now believed to be consider- 
able. 

The Tigris experiment whe- 
ther it fails or succeeds, is al- 
so going to be extremely well 
publicised: It is being financed 
by a world-wide broadcasting 
consortium, including the Bri- 
tish Broadcasting Corporation, 
and Jananese, American. Swe- 
dish, French and Canadian T.V. 
companies.

Indian official 
“very suspicious” 
about Jumbo crash 


BOMBAY, Jan. 3 (R). — An 
avitation official said last night 
he was “very suspicious” ab- 
out the cause of Sunday’s dis- 
aster in which an Air India 
Jumbo jet with 213 people ab- 
oard exploded in mid-air and 
plunged into the sea. 

"Modern planes do not fall 
out of the sky just Uke that. 
The whole thing is very supl- 
cious. But we cannot speculate 
now and we do not know whe- 
ther it was sabotage or some 
other cause," the official said. 

At least 17 bodies were re- 
covered from the sea and some 
parts of the shattered Boeing 
747 located today- Bat an 
Indian navy officer said: “We 
are still looking for the main 
body of the plane." 

The Dubai-bound plane took 
off from Bombay’s Santa Cruz 
International Airport on Sun- 
day night after a 12-hour de- 
lay due to engine trouble and 
was lost by radar trackers mi- 
nutes later. Eyewitnesses said 
they heard an explosion and 
then saw a ball of fire falling 
from the sky. 

It was the third worst disas- 
ter in aviation history and 
India’s worst crash. 

Thirty-seven women, two in- 
fants and 14 children were 
among the passengers. There 
were 179 Indians, two Ameri- 
cans and nine Arab passeng- 
ers, seven of whom were citi- 
zens of the United Arab Emi- 
rates, in addition to 23 crew. 

An official inquiry into the 
~ accident has started and offi- 
cials have expressed bewilder- 
ment as to why the plane sh- 
ould suddenly explode, 

A fisherman who saw the 
crash told reporters: “It went 
off like a bomb and then a 
huge fire engulfed it and it 
dived into the sea.” Another 
eyewitness spoke of “a thun- 
derous explosion." 

Most of the Indians on bo- 
ard the plane were on their 
way to Dubai to take up new 
jobs, but the foreign passeng- 
ers have proved difficult to 
identify. 

An airline official said: "All 
we can say at the moment is 


that seven were from the Halt- 
ed Arab Emirates. But the two 
A mericans had Moslem names 
and they gave their address 
as post box numbers in Saudi 
Arabia." Their passports had 
been issued in San Francisco. 

Santa Cruz Airport has seen 
two other accidents in the pa* 
st three years. 

In October 1976 an Indian 
Airlines domestic airliner cra- 
shed at the airport killing all 
95 people aboard. In January 
1975 an Air France Jumbo ca> 
ught fire while taking off. The 
300 people on board escaped 
unharmed, but the plane' was 
destroyed. 


Kyprianou 
ready to 
talk Cyprus 
with Ecevit 

NICOSIA, Jan. 3 (AFP). — 
Cypriot President Spiros Kypr- 
ianou declared here today that 
he was prepared to meet with 
Turkish Premier-designate Bui- 
ent Ecevit to discuss Cypriot 
problems including the case of 
people reported missing an the 
island. 

Mr. Kyprianou sold he wo- 
uld welcome any "improveme- 
nt” in Turkey's policies towa- 
rd Cyprus under Mr. Ecevit, 
but that he was not very hope- 
ful that it would occur. 

“Judging from Mr. Ecevifs 
public statements up to now, 
no one can be very optimistic 
because he was supported very 
extremist positions in the Cyp- 
riot affair,” he continued. 

He added that he hoped Mr. 
Ecevit who was Turkish Pre- 
mier in July 1974 when Tur- 
kish troops landed on the is- 
land, would adopt “a different 
and constructive attitude.” 
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Somalia, Oman to discuss African Horn 

MUSCAT, Jan. 3 (AFP). — Somalia’s President Mohammad Sad 
Barre is expected here tomorrow on a two-day official visit, 
Oman Radio announced today. The purpose of Mr. Bane’s visit 
was to discuss the Horn of Africa situation with Sultan Qabus 
Ibn Said with particular reference to their mutual concent over 
Soviet penetration of the area, the radio said. After a visit to 
Oman by a Somali delegation led by Finance Minister Abdul 
Rahman Harsf in November, Sultan Qabus, in a message to Pre- 
sident Siad Barre, expressed his government's full support for 
“your definite steps against the Soviet imperialists and; tbeir 
tools in toe Horn of Africa."

TOKYO, Jan. 3 (AFP). — Chinese Communist Party Chairm a n 
and Premier Hua Kuo-feng win most likely be named President 
of China at the Fifth National People's Congress to be held in 
Peking today. Quoting Chinese sources >a Japanese traveller 
disclosed to an Asahi Shlmbun correspondent in the Chinese ca- 
pital yesterday that the present Chinese Constitution is most 
likely to be revised at the coming congress so that Mr. Hua can 
assume toe presidency. The sources said: “The step wifi be to- 
ken because Mr. Hua has been too busy as Communist Party 
chairman, .and premier.” If Mr. Hua is promoted to the post 
President, Vice Premier Teng Hsiao-ping may be named Premier, 
the sources told the Asahi correspondent, Mr. Hua will hoW 
post of Communist Party Chairman concurrently, they said. 


Another Filipino fire claims 15 dead 

MANILA, fan. 3 (R). — At least 15 people died here today when 
fire broke out in a Chinese temple after their noonday prayers. 
Four -people died on a fire escape on the third floor of the tem- 
ple. The other victims, including some children, wore trapped 
inside the blazing building. Police said the fire; which was bro- 
ught under control after 45 minutes, could have been started' by 
lit' candles failing from the temple altar. They said there were 
15 confirmed dead, but the number could be higher. This was 
the third large 1 fire in Manila In toe past two months. Forty-se- 
ven people, including foreign tourists, died In a hotel fire on 
Nov. 14. A fire in a mental hospital on Dec. 16 killed 33 male 
patients.
